2. Office of logistics Correspondence Training Proves Successful 

OX* has a we 11- staffed- out program to encourage its employees to take 
correspondence courses available through schools and training centers 
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of the Department of Defense. Enrollments are processed through OTA 
for approval,* no tuition or other fees are charged. 02* with about SO 
employees currently participating, considers the program to be highly 
successful. The Office of Communication s , of course, has had an ex- 
tensive correspondence training program for a number of yeare. OTR'a 
Registrar plans to explore ways of encouraging use of correspondence 
programs by other components of the Agency. 

3. Computer-Assisted Instruction ICAll 

For the time being at least, it appears that 0TR is the only Agency 
component who will continue to monitor CAI developments. The Office 
of Computer Services plans no further work in this area and is sending 
a memorandum to OTR summarising its efforts to dam. ORD/DDSfeT 
remains willing to demonstrate a programming language suitable for CAI 
but plans no extension of this effort. In view of OCS’ decision to cut 
back this activity, OTR will continue to send representatives to CAI 
meetings and conferences and to monitor the literature in the field. 

4. Possible Additional Operations Training for Air Force Personnel 
In September, OTR completed a Special Operations Familiarisation 

program for five Air Force officers. A colonel from the 112?th USAF 
Field Activities Group visited the Operations School to explore the possi- 
bility of OS conducting two or three similar courses a year for about six 
officers in each course. He mss informed that our capability to do this
